EWPORT NEWS (Va.) March 10.)

Pring Eitel Friedrich, after a 
commerce-destroying cruise over Pa- 
cific and Atlantic oceans, which cul- 
minated in the sinking of an American 
Sailing ship in the South Atlantic 
January 28, made this port today and 
anchored for supplies and repairs. She 
brought with her rescued crews and 
Passengers of American, British, 
French and Russian ships, and lay at 
anchor tonight in a state of mechani- 
Cal exhaustion from the strain of a 
30,000-mile voyage. | 
The cruiser began her scouting for 
ships of enemies of the Fatherland at 
Twing-tau, China, last November, un- 
der Commander Thierichens, who ad- 
ted today the sinking of eight 
merchant ships, three British, three 
French, one Russian and one Ameri- 
can. The sinking of the American 
ship, the William P. Frye, a sailing

CAPT. KIEHNE’S STORY. 

N. H. Kienne of Baltimore, master 
of the American ship, after leaving 
the Bitel Friedrich with Customs Col- 
lector Hamilton today, told a dra- 
Matic story of his experience. With 
him were his wife and two child 

“Despite my protestations that I 
Was the American master of an Amer- 


Friedrich sank the William P. Frye 
on the morning of January 28, blow--. 
ing a big hole through her vitals with 
* of dynamite,” said Capt. 


“I was almost becalmed when the 
German ship appeared about 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon of January 27. My 
ship was barely moving, and t paid 
mo attention to the first order from 
the Dutchman to lay two. However, she 
bore down on me and I brought my 
craft to a standstill. After learning 
that I carried a cargo of wheat the 
German captain told me that it was 
contraband ahd he intended to destroy 
it. I protested, but no attention was 
paid to my statements. 

“AG n officer and squad of men 
Were sent aboard the bark, and I and 
my crew were set to work throwing 
the grain overboard. The German 
sighted another vessel, also becalmed, 
and made for her. He returned about 
10 oclock at night, having sent the 
other ship to the bottom, as I - 

ertained. 


ward asc 

“Evidently the grain was not being 
thrown overboard fast enough suit 
the German skipper, for he sent me a 
half hundred of his men aboard soon 
afterward, and the work went on for 
hours without interruption. How- 
ever, it was slow at best, and I was in- 
formed about 2 o'clock next morning 
that my ship would be sent to the 
bottom, which was done. 

“It was originally the intention of 
the German captain to leave enough 
of the cargo in the hold of the ship 
for ballast. That part of the grain 
was to be rendered useless by salt 
water. As soon as I was informed 
that my ship was to be sent to the 
bottom, I, my wife and two boys and 
the crew made for the German cruiser 
in our boats. We were taken aboard 
and shown every courtesy throughout 
the remainder of the voyage. 

“For two weeks before making this 
port the German ship molested no 
ships of any kind and always avoided 
them, not wishing to give the Eng- 
lish cruisers any wind of her inten- 
tions. dhe proceeded slowly up the 

, coast, all the lights that were not out 
being carefully shaded. 

“Last night while nearing the capes 
the wireless apparatus on board the 
Bitel informed us that there were 
four English warships in our imme- 
@iate vicinity, two of which seemed 
very close. However, we eluded them 
and made this port in safety.” 

An officer on the German cruiser 
stated that a black hulk was seen in 

the darkness about the time the wire- 
leas gave notice of the proximity of 
the English men-of-war. Many were 
of the opinion that it was one of the 
English ships. 

Capt. Kiehne, asked about other 
matters, said: 

“The Eitel captured three ships.on 
the Kaiser’s birthiay, the day on 


which the American bark was over-“ 


hauled.” 
OWNED BY SEWALL FIRM. 
The William P. Frye of Bath, Me., 
was owned by the Arthur Sewall 
. When overhauled by the German 
cruiser she was bound from Seattle to 

Queenstown with a cargo of wheat for 

orders. The skipper’s wife said to- 

day she and the children were fright- 
ened when overtaken by the German 
cruiser, but that her fears were al- 
layed when she went aboard the 
cruiser, the officers and men making 
every effort to give them all possible 
comforts. 
As soon as the Eitel Friedrich had 
anchored here, Collector Hamilton 
and aides visited the ship and first- 
class passengers from the French pas- 
sen steamer Floride, together with 

2 of the eight destroyed 

Vessels, were brought to Newport 

News. With them were several of- 

ficers of the German vessel, among 
the chief paymaster, August 
Lousseau. 

The final order the paymaster took 
to the ship tonight from Collector 
Hamilton was the instruction to the 
commander that the ship could only 
remain in port for repairs to such an 
extent as to make her seaworthy un- 
lees she interns. The German pay- 
master also carried word that Ameri- 
can officers would make full inquiry 
of Commander Thierichens tomorrow 
of his sinking of the American sail- 
ing vessel. 

STORY OF PAYMASTER. 


Asked why the Eitel Friedrich left 
the Pacific, Paymaster Lousseau said: 

“Because we found little to do. We 
were after merchantmen and for days 
we cruised about and saw nothing. 
When we reached the South Atiantic 
we had better luck. We were sur- 
prised not to find British ships in 
the Atlantic. It is true we heard 
British wireless talking and we were 
giad of that, because until fourteen 
days ago we had no news. Then we 
got considerable from British wireless 
but the trouble was, it was all from 


prise that any of the cruiser Emiien's 
crew had reached shore and dis- 
claimed all knowledge of the battles 
off Chile and the Falkland Islands. 

We were alone,” he said, and we 


‘worked for ourselves.” 


“We did no fighting,” the officer 
continued, “but we sank every mer- 
chantman we could find. Of qpurse 
we should have attacked any other 
converted vessel of our class, but we 
had no armor plate, and so we avoid- 
ed warships.” ars 

“We are awaiting Admiralty or- 
ders.“ was the paymaster’s response 
to the suggestion that he might not 
leave immediately. They are coming 
from Berlin by way of the Washing- 
ton embassy.” 

The sinking of the Frye was re- 
garded by the officer as all in a day’s 
work. “She took the chance,” he 
said, “she was carrying contraband to 
the enemy.” 

The captain of the French steamer 
Floride, who Was aboard the Eitel, has 
telegraphed the Compagnie Generale 
Trans-Atiantique for passage to New 
York for his passengers. From New 
York they expect to be *ransported to 
their respective South American des- 

nations.. Not a single piece of bag- 
gage was lost when the Floride was 
sunk, 

The Eitel had on board more than 
500 persons, 342 of the crews and pas- 
sengers of destroyed vessels in addi- 
tion to her own'crew of about 200. 

* LIKELY TO INTERN. 

Collector Hamilton said tonight it 
was obvious that the 
Friedrich would intern here. Com- 
mander Thierichens told the collector 
he had no idea of leaving port within 
twenty-four hours; that the boilers of 
his vessel were in bad condition and 
that repairs under six weeks would be 
impossible. He said under these con- 
ditions, the vessel would be interned 
unless permission could be had to re- 
main here until repairs were made. 

Two English vessels carrying horses 
for the armies of the allies at first 
hesitated about leaving port tonight, 
but when it became evident the Ger- 
man would not depart at once, they 
put to sea. 

Collector Hamilton will examine in- 
to the details of the sinking of the 
Frye, which occurred in the South At- 
lantic off the River Plate. The in- 
quiry began tonight when a statement 
Was taken from the master of the 
Frye, who had come ashore. All of 
the members of the crew of the Frye 
remained on the Eitel Friedrich to- 
night and will be brought ashore. and 
examined by the collector tomorrow. 

The collector will also call upon the 
commander of the Eitel to give a de- 
tailed statement of the sinking of the 
Frye and his reasons therefor. 

The collector has requested the 
commander not to use his wireless 
apparatus while in part. Tomorrow 
the port authorities will receive, to be 
forwarded to N York, about 150 
sacks of mail, taken from the steamer 
Floride, bound from Havre to South 
American ports.

These are the Kronprinz 
Wilhelm, an auxiliary cruiser, last re- 
ported off the coast of Brazil; the pro- 
tected cruiser Dresden, last report- 
ed after the battle of the Falkland ISI- 
ands in Chilean waters, and the cruis- 
er Karlsruhe, last reported as operat- 
ing in the West Indies.

RECORD OF THE FRYE.

SEATTLE, March 10.—When the 
American ship William P. Frye sailed 
from Seattle for Queenstown last No-

and Kenneth M. Walker, a Seattle boy 
whose father is prominent in shipping 
circles, went as a member of the 
crew. The customs manifest showed 
only Washington Wheat as cargo. 

Capt. Kiehne, theugh only 31 years 
old, is reported to be one of the best 
sailing masters afloat. 

The Frye has not been reported 
since she passed Cape Filattery. The 
ship was valued at $150,000. The cargo 
was valued at $282,000.

PROHIBITION ON IMPORTATION

‘LONDON, March 10.—The prohibi- 
tion against the importation of sugar 
into the United Kingdom from Amer- 
ica and other neutral countries, prob- 
ably will be removed within two or 
three months, Reginald McKenna, the 
Home Secretary, intimated today in 
the House of Commons. 

Mr. McKenna expresed the view 
that the measures to be taken by Great 
Britain and her allies against Ger- 
man trade would prevent further ship- 
ments of sugar to neutral countries. 
Within two or three months, Mr. Me- 
Kenna said, the stocks of German su- 
gar in neutral countries would be ex- 
hausted, and Great Britain would be 
able to purchase sugar in these coun- 
tries with the certainty that she was 
not buying German nor Austrain prod- 
ucts.. 

The importation of sugar into the 
United Kingdom w prohibited by 
an official decree last "October. The de- 
cree was considered necessary on the 
ground that Germany and Austria 
were paying for goods needed for the 
conduct of the war with sugar which 
was being re-exported to England.

NOW BACKWARD TO EUROPE.

ASHINGTON, March 10.— For the first time in the history of the 
United States the flow of immigration has been turned back 
toward Europe by the war and more aliens are leaving the 
United States than are coming here to make their homes. Statistics „ 
made pubjic today by Immigration Commissioner Anthony Caminetti - 
show that the change came in December last, when the number of - 
emigrant aliens leaving this country was greater by 2240 than the total ° 

In January 1, 757 more departed than entered. 
The departures for the six months from August, 1914, to January last - 
totaled 18,545 more than the arrivals, including both emigrant and non- ° 
emigrant aliens. The heaviest emigration was shown among aliens * 
from Southern Italy. Of these 75,629 more departed than were admitted - 
during the seven months ended with January. This presumably was | 
due to the calling of Italian reservists to the colors. .

BUT LITTLE ACCOMPLISHED.

SACRAMENTO, March  10.—In 
striking contrast to the previous ac- 
tivity this week in passing bills and 
otherwise giving indieation that un- 
necessary delays would not be per- 
mitted, the Assembly did little today 
but introduce a few bills and amend 
the Schmitt measure requiring State 
boards to patronize California manu- 
facturers. The Meek convict labor bill 
and the McDonald cement container 
bill still retain their places on the 
third reading file of the lower house, 
but it appeared doubtful if they 
would come up for a vote before early 
next week. 

Union labor members will fight the 
Meek bill, which would/ permit con- 
Victs to engage in construction work 
on State highway laterals. Walter 
McDonald, author of the cement con- 
tainer bill, said he was investigating 
a report that State cement companies 
had sold their product to the govern- 
ment in dust-proof containers at a 
lower price than is paid for cement 
in the present type of containers. The 
manufacturers, it is claimed, oppose 
the bill, because of the heavy addi- 
tional cost dust-proof containers would 
impose on the consumer. 

When adjournment was taken 
scarcely a score of lower house mem- 
bers were in their seats. 

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

Three Assembly bills requiring deal- 
ers, hotels and manufacturers of food 
products to label imported Chinese 
eggs were given a public hearing to- 
night.

BOMBARDMENT 
OF NIEUPORT.

[War Office tonight: 


“In Belgium the town of Nieuport 
has been very violently bombarded 
with forty-two-centimeter guns. 

“Between the Lys and Canal of La 
Bassee the British army, supported 
by French heavy artillery, has 
achieved an important success. It 
has carried the village of Neuve Cha- 
pelle to the east of the road from Es- 


| taires to La Bassee and has progressed 


to the northeast of this village in the 
direction of Aubers, and to the south- 
east in the direction of Bois de Ries. 

“Tt has taken a thotsand prisoners, 
among whom are several officers, and 
has captured also some machine guns. 
The German losses were very heavy. 

“In the Champagne region the en- 
emy on various occasions on the night 
of March 9-10 and in the day of the 
10th counter-attacked with great vio- 
lence, but did not gain an inch of 
ground. We have consolidated and 
broadened our positions on the ridges 
which we seized, inflicting very heavy 
posses on our assailants. 

“On the heights of the Meuse our 
artillery has completely demolished a 
number of the enemy's trenches. 

There is nothing to report on the 
east front.”

FORCED TO SELL 
BY WICKERSHAM. 
Ex-Attorney-General Blamed 
for the Espee Deal. 


on Central Pacific, 


Testimony in Unmerger Suit 
Delves into History. 


{BY A F. NIGHT WIRE] 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.— 


Federal government to unmerge the 
Central and Southern Pacific rail- 
roads, Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman 
of the executive board of the South- 


ern Pacific Company, charged that 
W. Wickersham, former 
United States Attorney-General, coer- 
ced and compelled the Southern Pa- 
cific into an agreement to sell the 
Central Pacific to the Union Pacific 
Railroad for $104,000,000. 

“The Southern Pacific Company 
signed the agreement with the Union 
Pacific to sell the latter the Central 
Pacific at a price of $104,000,000 un- 
der the compuision and cdércion of 
the Attorney-General of the United 
States, who threatened me with a 
forced sale of the line if it was not sold 
to the Union Pacific,” said Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt. 

The California State Railroad Com- 
mission killed the deal, he said, by re- 
fusing to approve the plan. 

“I went to the Attorney-General 
personally,” continued the witness, 
“and protested vehemently against his 
action, telling him that it would de- 
stroy the Southern Pacific. His only 
reply was ‘I am going to apply equal 
compulsion to the Union Pace.“ 

Attorneys for the Southern Pacific, 
who elicited this evidence from Mr. 
Kruttschnitt, said they wanted to 
prove that at one time during Atty.- 
Gen. Wickersham’s tenure of office, 
the government attempted to bring 
about a merger, the equivalent of 
which, they asserted, it was now try- 
ing to break in its suit to dissolve thé 
Southern and Pacific roads. It 
was also asserted that if the govern- 
ment's suit succeeded, the northern 
California lines, owned by the Cen- 
tral Pacific and operated in conjunc- 
tion with the Southern Pacific lines 
now would be cut off from the roads 
of the rest of the State. ' 

Asked what thé dissolution of the 
Central and Southern Pacific ra- 
roads at this time would cost the 
Southern Pacific Company, the hold- 
ing corporation, the witness replied: 

“By the terms of the loan to us by 
a syndicate of French bankers of 
$50,000,000 in 1911, any abrogation of 
our lease of the Central Pacific would 
subject us to an immediate call upon 
the loan. If this call should be made 
tomorrow, the loan would have cost 
us $6,000,000. To reborrow that 
amount of money under present condi- 
tions for thirty vears upon bonds, we 
would have to pay 4 price in interest 
of approximately $1. 00,00 — making 
a total cost of over $21,000,000 should 
we be robbed of the Central Pacific.” 

“Further,” said Mr. Kruttschnitt, 
“an unmerging of the two réads would 
demoralize the Southern Pacifie sys- 
tem, and wreck upon stockholders un- 
just financial havoc.” 

At this point it developed in the 
testimony that the French banking 
syndicate which subscribed to the 
$50,000,000 loan in 1911, taking as 
collateral practically the entire hold- 
ings of the Southern Pacific Company, 
was a factor in the failure of the 
scheme to sell the Central Pacific to 
the Union Pacific. The syndicate re- 
fused to waive its right to compel the 
Southern Pacific Company to retain 
control of the Central Pacific, despite 
the offer of the Union Pacific to re- 
place Central Pacifie collateral with 
Union Pacific securities. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt said he estimated 
that the value of Southern Pacific 
terminals in California, which would 
be lost to the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road if it were divorced from the Cen- 
tral Pacific: would reach $85,715,000, 
These, he said, were owned by the 
Central Pacific, and would have to be 
reproduced. 

He added that about 33 per cent. of 
the dividends paid upon Southern Pa- 
cific Company stock is earned by 
Central Pacific. 

“I feel like seventeen minutes to 
seven,” said Mr. Kruttschnitt, with a 
worn expression, as the hearing was 
adjourned at 4:43 p.m., after testify- 
ing nearly five hours. 

E. W. McClennen, counsel for the 
government, will cross-examine the 
railroad head tomorrow.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—The 
Western Pacific road was opened July, 
1911. The last spike was driven on 
November 1 %f that year at Spanish 


Creek bridge, 280 miles from San 
Fransisco. Grading was begun in 
September, 1905, twenty-one miles 


from Salt Lake City. The road was 
completed at a cost of $60,000,000. 
It is said to be a notablé*example 
of engineering, because of the uni- 
form low grade of not more than 1 
per cent. over its 929 miles from Galt 
Lake to San Francisco. 


The road meets the Southern Pa- 
cific at Sacramento; they touch at 
Winnemucca, Nev., and cross each 
other at Palisade, Nev., and touch 
again at Wells, Nev., where they di- 
verge, the Southern Pacific going to 
Ogden, Utah, and the Western Pacific 
to Salt Lake City. 

In 1906 armed guards were sta- 
tioned on the Oakland water front by 
both roads. The Southern Pacific 
sought to keep ite rival out of San 
Francisco by claiming several acres 
south of the Oakland mole, where the 
Western Pacific was seeking & tide- 
water terminhl. The guards were 
maintained on both sides for two 
years, while suits were fought in the 
United States courts. The Western 
Pacific was finally awarded the right 
of way over the land. The roads then 
made a peace agreement in 1908, in 
which the Gould line was given the 
right of way on some of the tracks of 
the Harriman road. 

The Western Pacific capital stock is 
$75,000,000 and its funded debt the 
same. 

The Denver and Rio Grande Ran- 
road Company owns two-thirds of the 
stock.

(Continued from First Page.) 


called ‘commercial method,’ and, after 
thirty-three years of experience there- 
with and study of other proposed 
methods, has the temerity to say that 
under present conditions the system 
now in use is the best, and, indeed, the 
only practical one.” 

“You have cut into the meat of the 
subject,” said E. P. Clark. former rail- 
road president in congratniating Mr. 
Dixon, following his speech. Fresh 
salvos of applause greeted this ob- 
servation. 

“While cost and other factors should 
be considered,” said Mr. Dixon. “no 
one factor can be controlling in de- 
termining the reasonableness of a 
specific rate. Our whole structure of 
freight rates is based upon commercial 
conditions and the best tribute to the 
soundness of that structure is that 
the country has prospered under it. 

COMPETITIONS CONTROLS. 

“How did the commercial system of 
rate-making develop? Go back and 
note the competition met when the 
railroads first came into existence. 
that of the stage lines and canals, and 
it will be conceded that they did not, 
any more than the present local ex- 
press or delivery companies, figure 


out any mathematical basis of rates. 


They probably gave verv little thought 
to cost, but concentrated on what they 
could get for their services and did 
not figure that on a scientific basis. 

“Therefore the railroad at the start 
had to meet conditions as it found 
them. The factor of competition con- 
trolied as it does today. particularly 
between_rival communities, and that 
factor will always interfere with any 
system of mathematical or scientific 
rate-making which may be proposed. 

“Also consider for a moment the 
effect on any mathematical basis of 
rates by such an event as the opening 
of the Panama Canal or from the 
growing competition of auto trucks, of 
which there were 60.000 and over in 
1914, as against 13.000 for 1911. 

“We must admit that the present 
freight rate adjustments in this coun- 
try are not logically defensible in every 
sense of the word, but they were born 
of conditions brought about by rate 
wars, competition between commun!- 
ties and the needs of the commerce of 
a fast-growing country. The system 
of freight rates which has grown up 
in this country, however illogical or 
unscientific, is one suited to our needs: 
under it the country has prospered, 
under it the railroads have prospered 
in the past.” 

Continuing. Mr. Dixon asserted that 
the mathematical adjustment of 
freight rates would tend to upbuild 
new commercial centers in various 
territories and the whole commercial 
machinery of the country would thus 
be disarranged 


DANGER IN RIGIDITY. 


“Rates should change with chang- 
ing conditions,” he said, “and if a 
too rigid basis is adopted, it would be 
difficult to make changes in rates 
demanded by business conditions in 
any special territory without disturb- 
ing the whole scientific or mathe- 
matical adjustment. Our present rate 
structure is fundamental: our task is 
to make it responsive to the daily de- 
mands of trade, and insure that pri- 
vate capital will supply the facilities 
necessary to secure a continuance of 
national growth.” 

Prefacing his talk by the state- 
ment that business throughout th 
country is showing a decided improve- 
ment, Mr. Dixon then expressed the 
hope that eventually the public, the 
railroads, and the commissions, both 
State and Federal, would unite in an 
effort to ascertain and finally estab- 
lish the principles on which wise reg- 
ulation should hereafter proceed. 

“Legisiation affecting the railroads 
should cease to be oppressive,” he 
said, “so as to attain for the people 
at large the advantage of our Ameri- 


‘can system of private ownership and 


operation under public regulation and 
avoid being forced into another meth- 
od far less desirable in a country 
such as ours.” 

Mr. Dixon also suggested an in- 
crease in the membership of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, the 
inclusion of experienced railroad men 
in ite membership. and the extension 
of the commission's power to full su- 
pervision and control of all rates and 
practices. 


“With these changes.” he said, 


“Congress would no doubt refer to the 


commisaion, for investigation and re- 
port, all questions, such as legislation 
affecting wages, working hours, in- 
post 
service. and other matters affecting 
railroad revenues and expenses.”

DEFENSES OF PLANTS. 
Their Thorns and Spears Form a 
Common Protection Against Insects 


and Animals. 


[St. Paul Pioneer Press: 1 Weapons 
are the most evident means of de- 
tense man has; and to plants thornfs, 
spears and daggers form a very use- 
ful and common protection. But the 
thorns and daggers on plant stems 
have not. as many people think, like 
Topsy, “jes growed.” Those plants 
which have adopted external weapons 
as a means of self-defense have done 
so with thought and consistency. 

One who notes the position and ar- 

rangement of thorn armor will see 
that all spikes and daggers point down 
to meet the scaling forces. The guer- 
rilla worm or insect that attempts to 
take any thorned plant’s. treasure by 
storm will find the first steps easy, but 
as he progresses nearer. and nearer 
the goal. the opposing points become 
impassable. No matter how the worm 
turns, a hard point of neédle sharp- 
ness waits to impale, him. 
—The familiar thistle is such an 
force, a thing dreaded of robber in- 
sects and voracious animals alike, for 
its cruel dagger points: yet the pol- 
len-bearing honey bee rests in a soft 
bed of purple down. and drinks his 
fill unheeding and untroubled by the 
bristling, impregnable armament 
which makes his source of supply in- 
accessible to the marauders below. 

The tar flower (Bejara racemosg.) 
growing as it does in the pine barrens 
ef the’ Southern States, without its“ 
armor of prickly hairs would stand 
little chance of survival. Its blos- 
soms are a dainty white with a deli- 
cate pinkish tinge and its leaves are a 
glossy olive green. Grazing animals 
have learned to give it a wide berth 
on account of its prickles and thus it 
is allowed to flourish unmolested. 

Aquatic plants meet with a differ- 
ent type of insect foes, but their 
means of defense is largely similar 
to that of land plants. Against larvae 
and other small aquatic life, they have 
developed stinging hairs, poison darts 
and various other weapons of defense; 
while acrid juice, poisons. and tough- 
fibrous, growths assure safety - from 
both insect and larger animal life. 

Some plants shoot their heads 
above the surface of the water, to 
avoid the attacks of water insects; 
and then, in order to prevént their 
enemies from climbing up the stems 
to the heads, they exude a thick.

First a bone of contention be- 
tween Greek and Roman, then between 
Roman and Saracen, afterwards between 
Christian and Mohammedan, finally between 
Russ and Turk, Constantinople seems to 
stand as an index finger to mark the fiuc- 
tuations in social and moral progress. It 
has been made the subject for endless 
prophecy. Some religious sects, indeed, 
still believe that the Christianizing of Con- 
stantinople is a signal for the second. ad- 
vent of Christ.

AMERICA AND THE ORIENTAL 
SITUATION.

OT to the Chinese alone, but to the 
whole world in general and to Ameri- 
cans in particular, is there ground for 

regret and disquiet in the accounts, both |. 
Chinese and Japanese, of the negotiations 
which have succeeded the brief period of 
actual war in the Orient; and none are 
more perturbed by the cabled versions of 
Japan's demands than are Japan's best 
friends in this country. 
Japan has pledged herself to recognize 
the “open door.” She is pledged to safe 
guard the sovereignty of China. Her in- 
terest, her future greatness and growth de- 
pend largely upon a just attitude toward 
China. Yet, neither the Japanese nor the 
Chinese versions of her demands presented 
to the Chinese Republic reflect a disposition 
toward justice or judicious diplomacy. 
Stripped of all verbiage, whittled down to 
their essence, these demands present Japan 
as attempting to impose a virtual sor- 
ereignty upon China. Granted for the mo- 
ment that the United States and other 
powers should stand idly by and permit 
Japan to make a vassal state of China, the 
ultimate end would not be very difficult to | 
forecast. The Chinese people, four hund :

placed. Rather is it probable that undue 
haste may weaken Japan’s position, inas- 
much as it may strengthen suspicion as to 
her general policy in the Orient and as an 
active force in the government of the world. 
Certainly, undue eagerness to profit from 
untoward circumstances will not help the 
United States and other powers friendly to 
Japan to strengthen Japan’s position as a 
peace power. And there are already signs 
that in England uneasiness and suspicion 
are being aroused. 

There is also the American's viewpoint. 
We have very real and very definite inter- 
est in China and the Far East. The United 
States are pledged definitely and decisively 
to the policy of the “open door.” The policy 
of the “open door” and the Monroe Doctrine 
are two of the very few points upon which 
American diplomacy has been consistent 
and persistent. And, while the growth of 
our sister States on the American continent 
is gradually lessening the likelihood of in- 
ternational contention as to the enforce- 
ment of the Monroe Doctrine, the growth of 
China and her wonderful awakenment of re- 
cent years invests with new dignity and im- 
portance the part which we have played 
from the time of Anson Burlingame in help- 
ing China to save herself and to assist the 
general progress of humanity. The inter- 
national compact which the late John Hay 
succeeded in securing from the powers 
pledging the preservation of China is not 
a “scrap of paper.” The American people 
will not regard with equanimity any repu- 
diation of a solemn contract entered into 
by the United States with Japan and other 
nations directed to safeguard China. The 
fact that China was then an empire and is 
now learning to stand on her own feet as a 
republic would seem to suggest that a vio- 
lation or a nullification of this compact 
would touch to the very quick American 
pride, American principle, American pa- 
triotism. 


Since the policy of the “open door” was 
given articulation and force through the 
celebrated Hay circulars and the agree- 
ments ultimately reached individually and 
collectively with interested powers and 
written. into other treaties, including the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, our trading inter- 
est in China has developed very consider- 
ably. During 1914, our imports from China 
were $36,313,770 and our exports §$20,- 
367,701. Apart altogether from the war, 
there were reasons which, according to 
American exporters, restricted the natural 
growth of our trade with China. And, inas- 
much as open advocates of Japanese ag- 
gression upon China lay considerable stress 
upon Japan's development of trading op- 
portunities in Manchuria, in Korea and in 
Formosa, it might be no harm to inquire how 
far these developments have helped the 
growth of American trade in those parts of 
the Orient where Japan's influence is pre- 
dominant or her sovereignty absolute—if at 
all. 

There ig no reason why Japan and the 
United States cannot co-operate to assist 
China and assist themselves at the same 
time. There is every reason why Japan and 
the United States should work together for 
a peaceful and a prosperous Orient. We 
can be of very great help to Japan and the 
Japanese can be of very great help to us, 
but this must not be at the expense of 
China. It is the part of peace and of the 
peacemaker to make these things clear 
both to our own people and to the Japanese.

WATER BOARD TO BE QUIZZED. 

The Public Service Committee of 
the Council yesterday called upon the 
Public Service Commission to explain 
why the city has not acquired the 
Greater Los Angeles Water Company 
and the Windsor Water Company. 
The action was taken when Attorney 
K. 8. MeCallum appeared before the 
committee vesterday and announced 
that both of these companies. which 
operate in the southern part of the 
city, are willing and have been will- 
ine for more than a year to dispose 
of their properties to the city. He 
paid that they had submitted propo- 
sitions to the Public Service Commis- 
sion, but that nothing was done. 

The Greater Los Angeles Company 


has 440 service connections and the 


Windsor company has 750 connec- 
tions. Mr. McCallum stated that the 
people south of Slauson avenue are 
complaining that they are not getting 
enough water from these companies. 
He said that without spending a dol- 
lar the city can acquire these two sys- 
tems. 

While he was about it. Mr. McCal- 
lum charged that the Water Board is 
diverting $2.900,000 from purposes for 
which the money should have been 
used, under charter provisions. Coun- 
cltlman Betkouski admitted that some 
funds are being used to construct 
tunnels from plant No. 1 to plant No. 
2. but contended that this money is 
being used to develop the water sys- 
tem.
